"This is a harsh judgemnt," he 


added, "but the nature of the wea- 
pon demands that we be realistic."

Aspirin is the strongest pain kil- 
ler which should be kept in the 
home medicine cabinet. While ex- 
cessive doses may be harmful and 
some people are sensitive to aspir- 
in, the average person can be gi- 
ven 
aspirin 
without difficulty. 


Sleeping tablets, laxatives, purga- 
tives and narcotics have no pla- 
ce in home medicine cabinels. 


For minor • burns, any commer- 


cial-burn remedy can be used. Se- 
rious burns require Ihe services of 
a physician, and nothing'should', be 
applied on them.

with the grace of a farmer swill- 
ing pigs. This evil grew out of the 
soda fountain which began in a 
drug store and therefore has been 
strongly identified with the retail 
drug 
biasness' ' ever 
since. 
In 
strange contrast to the bartender,

origin of the unpleasant slang word 
"jerk" meaning a jerk—in strange

Through'the influence of such sabo- 
teurs of good food extending over 
years, the public has been psycho 
logically whipped into submission 
and 
no longer 
even ciueslions, 


much less complaints. The 
drug 


Store restaurant is a .dreadful in 
stitution, most- of them manned by 
dirty, illtcmpcred churls who slap 
slop ' at ther 'unfortunate 
clients 


with the grace of a farmer swill- 
ing pigs. This evil grew out of the 
soda fountain which began in a 
drug store and therefore has been 
strongly identified with the retail 
drug 
biasness' ' ever 
since. 
In 
strange contrast to the bartender, 
the sodajerk, whch may be 
the 


origin of the unpleasant slang word 
"jerk" meaning a jerk—in strange

much less complaints. The 
drug 


Store restaurant is a .dreadful in 
stitution, most- of them manned by 
dirty, illtcmpcred churls who slap 
slop ' at ther 'unfortunate 
clients 


with the grace of a farmer swill- 
ing pigs. This evil grew out of the 
soda fountain which began in a 
drug store and therefore has been 
strongly identified with the retail 
drug 
biasness' ' ever 
since. 
In 
strange contrast to the bartender, 
the sodajerk, whch may be 
the 


origin of the unpleasant slang word 
"jerk" meaning a jerk—in strange 
Contrast to the bartender, the soda 
man always has been a fcllow:of 
distinctly nasty disposition,

Store restaurant is a .dreadful in 
stitution, most- of them manned by 
dirty, illtcmpcred churls who slap 
slop ' at ther 'unfortunate 
clients 


with the grace of a farmer swill- 
ing pigs. This evil grew out of the 
soda fountain which began in a 
drug store and therefore has been 
strongly identified with the retail 
drug 
biasness' ' ever 
since. 
In 
strange contrast to the bartender, 
the sodajerk, whch may be 
the 


origin of the unpleasant slang word 
"jerk" meaning a jerk—in strange 
Contrast to the bartender, the soda

much less complaints. The 
drug 


Store restaurant is a .dreadful in 
stitution, most- of them manned by 
dirty, illtcmpcred churls who slap 
slop ' at ther 'unfortunate 
clients 


with the grace of a farmer swill- 
ing pigs. This evil grew out of the 
soda fountain which began in a 
drug store and therefore has been 
strongly identified with the retail 
drug 
biasness' ' ever 
since. 
In 
strange contrast to the bartender, 
the sodajerk, whch may be 
the 


origin of the unpleasant slang word 
"jerk" meaning a jerk—in strange
